Governor's 
Dog Carried 
Plague Fleas

SANTA FE, N.M. (AP) - 


Gov. David F. Cargo says fleas 
infected with bubonic plague 
have been found on his family's 
mongrel dog, Snoopy. 


But Cargo said the dog had 


been completely defleaed and 
health officials said there was 
little chance of the governor's 
family contracting the dread 
disease. 


Cargo acknowledged reluc- 


tantly Monday that Snoopy had 
been found harboring fleas in- 
fected with the scourge that de- 
cimated the population of Eu- 
rope in the Middle Ages. 


"He's been completely de- 


fleaed," Cargo said. "They've 
had some trouble with the 
plague in the neighborhood and 
took some precautions on it." 


The affluent residential area 


in the hills north of Santa Fe, 
site of the governor's residence, 
produced last week New Mexi- 
co's fifth case of the plague this 
year. The unidentified 20-year- 
old woman was reported recov- 
ering. 


Health officials were edgy 


Monday about saying whose dog 
had the plague. 


Neil Weber, director of the 


vector control unit of the de- 
partment, would say only that 
the dog was tested during a 
"routine surveillance." 


He saw no danger to the fami- 


ly where the dog was found but 
acknowledged: "If 
the fleas 


hop off and bite a person, 
there's a chance the person will 
be infected." He said a medical 
check of the Cargo family was 
negative. 


Asked if the dog was his, Car- 


go acknowledged that Snoopy's 
fleas were less than ordinary. 


Weber said bubonic plague in 


its early stages, if diagnosed 
correctly, is easily cured with 
antibiotics. Dogs, he said, have 
a built-in immunity. He said 
there was nothing to connect the 
Cargo dog with detected cases 
of the plague. 


No other state has had more 


detected 
cases 
of 
bubonic 


plague among humans in the 
past two years then this sparse- 
ly populated Southwestern state. 


Health officials say the five 


cases so far this year in New 
Mexico and the five last year 
don't represent the entire inci- 
dence of the disease because 
many cases are cured by ran- 
dom doses of antibiotics before 
they are diagnosed. 


All the New Mexico cases 


have resulted from contact with 
wild rabbits and rodents or their 
fleas, Weber said. 
Recruiting 
Black Sellers 
Unsuccessful

WASHINGTON (AP) - De- 


spite efforts begun three years 
ago to recruit more blacks, the 
Navy officer corps remains a 
virtual lily-white organization 
with Negroes accounting for 
less than one per cent of the 
Navy's 80,000 officers. 


There are only 539 blacks 


above the rank of ensign wear- 
ing Navy blue and gold, about 
double the number three years 
ago. 


"Accelerated tokenism," says 


Lt. Commander Robert L. To- 
ney, a black officer given the 
job of selling the Navy to the 
Negroes and other 
minority 


group members. 


Although Toney and another 


Negro recruiting officer, 
Lt. 


Commander Melvin Patridge, 
are critical of what they say has 
been the Navy's less than full- 
hearted effort, they lay the big- 
gest blame on the Navy's image 
and competition with private in- 
dustry. 


"The Navy has an image 


problem that it hasn't been able 
to overcome," says Toney, ex- 
plaining that blacks still think of 
the Navy as a place for cooks 
and mess stewards. 


That was the Navy's image 


before World War II when the 
only opportunity for blacks was 
to be cooks, mess stewards or 
stevedores. Since then, the 
Navy integrated its ranks and 
considered Negroes for equal 
promotion. 
The Army, Air 


Force and Marines did the 
same. 


Through the years, however, 


the Navy has traditionally 
trailed its sister services with 
the 
lowest 
percentage 
of 


Negroes in its ranks.

says, she had "visions" that 
Charles M. Manson was "the 
devil" and that he might kill her 
and her infant daughter. 


The petite, blonde witness at 


the Tate murder trial, testifying 
for the 16th day, said on the 
stand Monday that she kept 
quiet about the murders she'd 
seen because "I was afraid 
maybe Charlie would kill me 
and kill my little girl." 


Fear for her baby, Tanya, 


then IMs, began as she fled down 
a grassy slope from the actress' 
mansion a year ago. 


"Again I had a vision, yeah, 


sort of a vision, and Charlie en- 
tered into my head and Tanya 
was there and I was sort of 
afraid for Tanya's life," Mrs. 
Kasabian said. At the time Tan- 
ya and Manson were at the 
ranch where Manson's hippie- 
style group lived, she said. 


At the bottom of the hill, she 


said, she lay down in the grass 
to catch her breath and thought 
of reporting the murders, but 
didn't. 


"I was afraid. I thought police 


were pigs ... I was afraid ev- 
erybody would say I was crazy 
and maybe Charlie would kill 
me and my little girl." 


Earlier, she said, another "vi- 


sion" came to her as she 
watched mortally wounded Wo- 
jieiech Frykowski stumble from 
the house. Frykowski was one of 
five persons killed at the Tate 
mansion. 


"All of a sudden I saw within 


myself what Charles Manson 
was doing and that he was lead- 
ing myself (sic) into self-de- 
struction," she said. "I felt he 
was the devil." 


Mrs. Kasabian, 21, began her 


testimony about the visions un- 
der 
recross-examination 
by 


Ronald Hughes, attorney for 
Leslie Van Houten, 20. She and 
Manson, 35, are on trial with Su- 
san Atkins, 21, and Patricia 
Krenwinkel, 22, charged with 
murdering Miss Tate and six 
others, including a Los Angeles 
couple killed the night after the 
Tate slayings. 


Hughes elicited testimony that 


the witness believes she is "aW 
emissary from God," on a mis- 
sion to show the world that 
Manson is "the devil" and a 
"false prophet." 


Mrs. Kasabian added, "I don't 


think I'm an angel. I know I 
have a lot of imperfections, so I 
don't see how 1 could be." 


In redirect examination, Dep- 


uty Dist. Atty. Vincent Bugliosi 
resumed 
questioning on 
the 


young mother's fascination with 
Manson and her earlier belief 
he was Jesus Christ. 


She learned his philosophy, 


she said, during dinner discus- 
sions with Manson's "family" at 
the Spahn Ranch. 


As the group ate, she said, 


Manson would do most of the 
talking. 


"He talked about the ego and 


the soul. That the ego should die 
and the soul never knows the 
worJ 'no' or 'don't.' ... Once he 
said Jesus Christ and the devil 
were in one body, something 
like that ... 


"He used to say, never ask 


why. And he would add, love 
will never die."

Sam J. Ervin Jr., who says ho

The editor of the Lackland Air 
Force Base newspaper, who no- 
tified a U.S. senator when 15 
airmen were ordered to slash a 
general's 
photograph 
from 


10,000 copies of the paper, said 
today he was fired once before 
from his present job. 


S.Sgt. John Polich, 24, former- 


ly a newsman with the Arizona 
Republic, said he and the assist- 
ant editor of Lackland 's "Tale 
Spinner," Jim Palmer, formerly 
a sportswriter with the Fort 
Worth, Tex., 
Star-Telegram, 


were temporarily relieved of 
duty earlier this year. 


They were sent to another 


section, where they "addressed 
envelopes" for about six weeks, 
Polich of Las Vegas, Nev., said. 
He said they were fired be- 
cause, among other reasons, 
base information officials did 
not like the way articles were 
displayed. 


They were reinstated about 


two months ago, Polich said. 
Then came what some call "Op- 
eration Razor Blade" and Palm- 
er again was fired. 


The razor blade incident grew 


out of a photo of Maj. Gen. John 
S. Samuel, his wife, and another 
general. 


Lackland information officers 


said that the cropping was inap- 
propriate and ordered 15 airmen 
to cut the photo out of 10,000 
copies of the paper with razor 
blades, Polich said. He said it 
took about six hours. 


The airmen 
were "dumb- 


founded by the order but they 
immediately complied," Polich 
said. "I spent the day trying to 
stop it through administrative 
channels." 


Polich later wrote to Sen. Wil- 


liam Proxmire, D-Wis., who de- 
manded an explanation 
from 


the Air Force. Proxmire said it 
was a "violation of freedom of 
the press and a waste of the tax- 
payers' money." 


Palmer said he cropped the 


picture so it would fit into a 
very narrow space in the paper. 
He said the incident "amounts 
to censorship." 


"It was unnecessary, time 


consuming and a waste of the 
taxpayers' money," he said, 
emphasizing he was speaking as 
an individual. 


"I was ordered to run it," 


Palmer said. "Most of the paper 
was pretty well wrapped up and 
I said there was no space in the 
paper for it. But I was ordered 
to run it anyway." 


When the photo appeared, "I 


was told this represented a kick 
in the teeth to the new general," 
Palmer said, adding that no 
snub was intended. He said he 
was dismissed as assistant edi- 
tor and assigned &s a special 
project* writer. 


Lackland 
spokesmen 
con- 


firmed the Incident but said 
they would have no formal 
statement until they received a 
copy of Proxmire's letter to Air 
Force Secretary Robert C. Sea- 
mans Jr.

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — U.S. 


District Judge J. Smith Henley 
said Monday the Uttle Rork 
School District could not open 
its junior high schools this fall 
unless the district produced a 
plan by Sept. 1 to eliminate 
"racially 
identifiabei" 
junior 


high schools over the next two 
years. 


Henley, however, approved in 


essence the district's zoning 
plan for elementary and high 
schools. Schools are scheduled 
to open Sept. 8. 


In separate rulings, the judge 


approved the North Uttle Rock 
School District's desegregation 
plan for 1970-71 with the pro- 
vision that the district phase 
out Jones Junior High School 
within the next two years, and 
approved most of the Pulaski 
County School District's deseg- 
regation plan for this fall. 


In the order concerning the 


little Rock district, 
Henley 


said that "closing or pairing of 
(junior high) schools, or both" 
plus transportation 
of large 


numbers of students would be 
necessary because of the large 
number of junior high schools 
and Little Rock residential pat- 
terns, 


Henley 
said 
the district 


would have to make "very sub- 
stantial progress" for its pro- 
posal for the junior highs to be 
accepted. 


"If the proposal is approved, 


the junior high schools will be 
able to open on schedule," 
Henley said. "If the proposal 
is not approved, the opening of 
these schools will have to be 
postponed until an acceptable 
proposal is submitU»d." 


Henley modified the Pulaski 


County School District's plan 
by ordering the district to as- 
sign Negro students from the 
College Station area to McClel- 
Ian High School and Cloverdale 
Junior High School.

justifies extending potentially 
life-saving drug treatment for 
high blood pressure to millions 
who suffer only mild or moder- 
ate cases. 


Dr. Edward Freis reported 


Monday the world's first com- 
prehensive evidence that drug 
treatment for high blood pres- 
sure—known to be life-saving in 
many 
severe 
cases — also is 


highly beneficial in mild and 
moderate cases. 


Specifically, evidence shows 


such drugs can cut death rates 
sharply and reduce or essential- 
ly eliminate certain 
serious 


complications, said Freis who is 
with the Washington, D.C., VA 
Hospital. 


The new evidence was ob- 


tained, he said, during a five- 
year cooperative study conduct- 
ed among 380 male patients at 
16 of VA's 166 hospitals through- 
out the country. 


High blood pressure— techni- 


cally known as hypertension- 
affects at least 20 million Amer- 
icans, and is the second most 
common cause of death in the 
United States. Most suffer mild 
or moderate cases. 


But he said that use of readily 


available drugs to treat them 
has been a subject of medical 
controversy, 
despite 
striking 


benefits demonstrated for more 
severe cases. 


At least half of the mild and 


moderate cases fall in the po- 
tentially dangerous category— 
which could lead to death or se- 
rious complications 
such 
as 


congestive heart failure or cere- 
bral strokes, Freis said. The 
doctor said only about 15 per 
cent are on effective drug treat- 
ment.

MENA, Ark. (AP)—The state 


Game and Fish Commission 
liberalized duck hunting regu- 
lations Monday by establishing 
a 45-day season to open Nov. 
27 and raising the bag limit 
from two to four mallards. 


In setting the date, the com- 


mission took into consideration 
the availability of ducks, water 
and suitable hunting conditions. 


Hunters will be allowed to 


have possession of four mal- 
lards, two wood ducks and one 
canvasback or one redhead.

Pakistani

SOUTHAMPTON, N.Y. (AP) 


— Haroon Rahim, the newly 
crowned U.S. Amateur Grass 
Court Tennis champion, should 
be one of leading players in the 
world within two years.

ties as the "man in charge" of 
the bus. 


As a rule, a bus driver has 


the duty to do some basic polic- 
ing of his vehicle. When one pas- 
senger menaces another, the 
driver cannot just tnke refuge in 
the role of a neutral bystander. 


In fact, he may have to take 


a f f i r m a t i v e action not only 
against grown-up bullies but also 
against youthful rascals. In an- 
other case several teenagers, arm- 
ed with rubber bands, began fir- 
ing paper clips around the 
interior of their school bus. 


Again, the driver followed a 


hands-off policy. But when a girl 
was struck in the eye and injured, 
the bus company was held liable 
in court. The judge said the 
driver had an affirmative duty to 
halt this dangerous game. 


Nevertheless, since he is not 


really a policeman, he does not 
have to go out of his way to 
search for trouble. Thus: 


An intoxicated passcnged jab- 


bed a large pin into another 
man's hip. The indignant victim 
later demanded damages from 
the bus company, pointing out 
tnat his attacker had been quar- 
relsome and profane even before 
thrusting the pin. 


But it also appeared that the 


fellow had been sitting far back 
in the bus, and that the driver 
had simply not been aware of his 
misbehavior. 
Accordingly, 
the 


court found no grounds for plac- 
ing blame upon the driver. 


"His 
primary duty," said the 


judge, "is to give his full atten- 
tion to the operation of the bus. 
If he concentrates upon this all- 
important duty, he cannot give 
attention to the actions of the 
passengers unless so unusual as 
to demand it."

Drinking Too Much Beer 
Can Damage the Liver

Q—Can too much beer 


cause ulcers, liver disease 
or anything? 


A—Prolonged use of any 


alcoholic beverage in large 
amounts can cause cirrhosis 
of the liver. There is grow- 
ing evidence that in time it 
will also damage the heart, 
pancreas and brain, not to 
mention the increase in ac- 
cident proneness. 


Q—What are 
the 
good 


points and bad points of 
drinking beer? What is the 
safest alcoholic beverage? 


A—Beer is a mild relax- 


ant. 
In moderation it often 


helps persons who are un- 
derweight to gain but other 
foods are better for this 
purpose. One 12-ounce bot- 
tle of beer contains about 
0.7 ounces of alcohol. Per- 
sistent heavy consumption 
of beer can lead to alcohol- 
ism. 
Rather than speak of 


the safest beverage, it is 
better to speak of the safest 
blood a l c o h o l level—not 
over l/100th of 1 per cent. 


Q—What effect does alco- 


hol have on a person past 
50 who has high blood pres- 
sure? 


A—When first consumed, 


alcohol causes a slight rise 
in blood pressure, followed 
shortly by a fall and a feel- 
ing of relaxation but don't 
rely on it to cure your high 
blood pressure. 


Q—Would drinking eight 


ounces of whisky a 
day 


harm a person? 


A—This amount of whisky 


contains about 3 Ms ounces 
of alcohol—not a harmless 
amount. 


Q—One is said to be in- 


toxicated when the blood al- 
cohol level reaches 10 per 
cent. Does this mean that 
everyone whose blood level 
is 10 per cent or higher 
would be drunk? 


A—Your l i b e r a l i t y ex- 


ceeds all human bounds. At 
a blood level of I/10th of 1 
per cent (not 10 per cent), 
you are staggering drunk

L ebon on Gets 
President In 
Violent Vote

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — 


Suleiman Franjieh, elected Le- 
banon's fifth president by one 
vote at a violent session of par- 
liament, today promised a re- 
gime of "democracy, economic 
expansion and national reconcil- 
iation." 


Franjieh, a 60-year-old moder- 


ate, made his statement to the 
newspaper Al Nahar. He was 
unable to deliver a victory 
speech after his election Mon- 
day night because of fistfights 
inside the parliament chamber. 


Newspapers ranging from the 


extreme right to the extreme 
left echoed the president-elect's 
call for reconciliation. It was • 
bid to both the conservative 
Christians who want a crack- 
down on Palestinian guerrillas 
raiding Israel from Lebanon 
and to the Arab nationalists who 
want the government to give the 
guerrillas free rein. 


Franjieh 
opposes guerrilla 


/raids from Lebanon because 


they bring retaliatory Israeli at- 
tacks. But the presence of 
300,000 Palestinian refugees in 
camps in Lebanon will force 
him to take a moderate ap- 
proach to the problem, or a 
bloodbath probably would re* 
suit. 


President Gamal Abdel Nas- 


ser of Egypt, who has a large 
following 
among 
Lebanon's 


Moslems, was said to have fa- 
vored Franjieh's chief opponent, 
Elias Sarkis, governor of the 
Central Bank of Lebanon. But 
political insiders say Franjieh 
and Nasser are likely to get 
along without friction. 


Franjieh's election also is not 


expected to change Lebanon's 
traditional pro-Western foreign 
policy. 


The election in Parliament 


Monday night was the most vi- 
olent in the 26-year history of 
the Lebanese republic. The dep- 
uties traded punches and politi- 
cal partisans massed in front of 
the building opened up with 
bursts of machine-gun fire. 


More than a dozen persons 


were injured in the shooting and 
victory celebrations after Fran- 
jieh's election. Gunfire from ju- 
bilant 
supporters 
crackled 


throughout the city all night. 


Franjieh, finance minister in 


the present government, was 
backed by right-wing Christian 
parties and pro-Western former 
President CamUle Chamoun. He 
defeated Sarkis 50-49 on the 
third tollQt, 


Fighting broke out in the 


Chamber after Speaker Sabri 
Hamadeh declared Franjieh's 
$0 votes insufficient and ordered 
a fourth ballot. Jk said the con- 
stitution required 51 votes.

ABOARD THE 
USS HAR- 


TLEY (AP) - A derelict ship 
neared its ocean burial ground 
today and an eight-man team of 
specialists planned to sink it 
and its cargo of obsolete nerve 
gas rockets in three miles of 
water by nightfall. 


The dilapidated Liberty ship 


LeBaron Russell Briggs made 
good time under tow by the 
commercial tug Elizabeth Mo- 
ran after being slowed earlier 
by rain squalls and choppy seas. 


The bad weather had threat- 


ened to delay the sinking until 
Wednesday, but skies cleared 
late Monday and the hulk and 
its convoy of escort vessels sped 
toward the dump area northeast 
of the Bahamas. 


Navy Capt A.G. Hamilton Jr., 


in charge of the sea phase of 
Operation Chase, was confident 
the ship and its 418 vaults of 
deadly nerve gas could be scut- 
tled today. The gas is being de- 
stroyed because the rockets in 
which it is encased have deteri- 
orated. 


Accompanying 
the 
442-foot 


hulk are the destroyer escort 
USS Hartley, the Coast Guard 
cutter Mendota and a backup 
tug, the Port Jefferson. They 
left Sunny Point, N.C., Sunday. 


Personnel aboard the escort 


ships had a brief scare Monday 
night when a flood warning light 
on the bow of the Briggs started 
flashing intermittently, indicat- 
ing a possible leak. But it was 
determined that the light was 
being triggered by rainwater 
sloshing back and forth in the 
hold of the old freighter. 


Hamilton said several hours 


will be required for the scuttling 
operation and he wanted to 
avoid running into darkness be- 
fore completing the delicate

period from Crittenden County 
Sheriff Marion Thomas for pay- 
ment of taxes on property

owned in Conway 


County. 


Circuit Clerk Millard Richard- 


son of Conway County certified 
copies of the records which were 
made available to newsmen aft- 
er Hawkins compalined that 
news stories about Thomas' 
payments to Conway County 
had not made clear that this 
was a tax transaction. 


The records reflect that the 


sum was paid to Hawkins in his 
role as the county tax collec- 
tor, not to him personally. 


Thomas is under indictment 


in Crittenden County on four 
counts of embezzlement. The 
counts allege that a total of 
$26,255.17 is involved. A special 
audit 
of 
funds 
handled by 


Thomas indicates that $32,393.26 
was involved. 


The charges allege that 


Thomas converted county funds 
to his personal use. The money 
has been repaid to the county, 
but the county apparently was 
paid no interest for use of the 
money. 


Records provided by Richard- 


son show that Thomas' proper- 
ty tax payments on land he 
held in Conway County amount- 
ed to $214 on July 11, 1967, 
$221.75 on May 10, 1968, $300.50 
on Sept. 30, 1969, and $302.60 on 
March 10, 1970. The records 
show that the taxes were paid 
on some lots Thomas owns at 
Plumerville.

pinpointing the dump zone for 
the controversial load of 12,640 
rockets of GB nerve gas and one 
land mine with highly toxic VX 
gas. 


Special gear, including the ca- 


pability of obtaining a fix by 
navigational satellite, was in- 
stalled for this mission. The dis- 
posal area is 283 miles east of 
Cape Kennedy, Fla., at 29 de- 
grees 20 minutes north latitude 
and 76 degrees west longitude. 


Once Hamilton gives the sink- 


ing order, an eight-man team 
will transfer by small boat to 
the Briggs. It is headed by Navy 
Lt, A.A. Schiavone of Lincroft, 
N. J. 
First aboard will be a three- 


man reconnaissance crew which 
will go below deck to check six 
white rabbits to make certain 
no nerve gas has escaped. The 
men will wear gas masks. 


Three members of an explo- 


sive ordinance disposal team 
will enter the holds where the 
gas is stored to remove plates 
from around valves which will 
be opened later. 


Explosive charges 
will be 


rigged to detonate under differ- 
ent water pressures—at 1,000 
feet, 2,000 feet, 4,000 feet, 8,000 
feet, and 12,000 feet—so the rate 
of sinking can be monitored. 


Then seven valves will be 


opened by turning wheels on the 
deck. The scuttling team will 
leave as soon as the 442-foot 
vessel is flooding as planned. 


The tug will remain attached 


to the Briggs by a 600-foot line 
until it is sinking. 


Hamilton said the sinking rate 


is unknown, but that previous 
hulks with similar weight have 
required four to six hours to slip 
below the waves and another 
half hour to reach bottom. 


The 
Briggs probably will 


sideslip as It goes down and 
may drift as far as three miles 
before hitting the ocean floor 
16,000 feet below. 


The Hartley will locate the 


Briggs precisely in its ocean 
grave by radio signals from the 


bulk. 


The Navy wants to know the 


position, because a scientific ex- 
pedition plans to revisit the site 
in October to take water sam- 
ples to determine if leaking gas 
has had any effect on the area. 
Among those who will make the 
return trip is Dr. Conrad Cheek, 
head of the chemical oceanogra- 
phy branch, in the Naval Re- 
search Laboratory, Washington, 
D.C. 


Cheek, aboard the Hartley, 


will be busy after the sinking 
gathering water samples from 
10 bottles which are to bob to 
the surface between two and 
eight hours after the Briggs 
goes down. 


He said the bottles are fas- 


tened to the bulk by magnesium 
bars of varying width. The nar- 
rowest bar will corrode first in 
the salt water and send its 18- 
inch water container to the sur- 
face on a basketball-size glass 
float. 


Each float has a flashing light 


and radio beacon to aid in find- 
ing it. 


Cheek will make tests to de- 


termine if any nerve agent is 
present. The water will be sent 
to laboratories at Woods Hole, 
Mass., and the Naval Research 
Laboratory for additional tests. 


Opponents of the dumping, 


who mounted last-ditch court ef- 
forts to halt it, argued that the 
gas would be harmful to marine 
life. 


Cheek said any marine life in 


the immediate area of leaking 
gas would be endangered. But 
he said if there are living crea- 
tures there they most likely 
would be spiney fish, such as 
sea urchins or starfish. 


"In all the undersea photos 


I've seen of the area, I saw no 
sea life," he said. "But I didn't 
see all the photos." 


He said the effect of leaking 


gas would be localized because 
currents in the area move slow- 
ly, at about one-tenth of a mile 
an hour, and they are somewhat 
circular.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration, taking its 
first court action to carry out 
Congress' mandate to give 19- 
year-olds the vote, has asked 
the Supreme Court for an early 
ruling on the constitutionality of 
the law. 


Idaho 
and 
Arizona 
were 


named defendants in the suits 
filed Monday by the Justice De- 
partment to test the legality of 
the lowered voting age and two 
other provisions of the Voting 
Rights Act of 1970. 


"The 
Justice 
Department 


picked the two states they fig- 
ured would be the easiest to 
push around, but they've got a 
fight on their hands," declared 
Idaho Atty. Gen. Robert Rob- 
son. 


Arizona Atty. Gen. Gary K. 


Nelson was not 
immediately 


available for comment, but ear- 
lier he asked Atty. Gen. John 
Mitchell for a court test. 


The 
Justice 
Department, 


which filed the suits directly in 
the Supreme Court, did not seek 
a special summer session but 
asked that groundwork be laid 
for arguments soon after the 
court reconvenes Oct. 5. 


In addition, it sought special 


orders requiring states with lit- 
eracy tests to register otherwise 
eligible illiterates for voting in 
the general election, should the 
court uphold the new law's ban 
on literacy tests. 


Although only Idaho and Ari- 


zona were named defendants, 
the court's eventual decision on 
18-year-old voting will apply to 
the 48 states that now have 
higher minimum age require- 
ments.

already allowed 18-year-olds to 
vote.

Israel Is 
Dismayed at 
U.S. Action

TEL AVIV (AP) - 
Israeli 


newspapers expressed dismay 
today at the deterioration in 
U.S.-Israeli relations because of 
Washington's refusal to support 
Israeli charges that Egypt has 
violated the cease-fire agree- 
ment. 


The newspaper urged the 


United States to make Egypt ob- 
serve the cease-fire's prohibi- 
tion on changes in the military 
situation within 30 miles of the 
Suez Canal, an area where the 
Israeli government charges the 
Egyptians have been placing 
SAM2 and SAM3 antiaircraft 
missiles since the 
standstill 


Aug. 7. 


The Israelis say they have 


sent Washington proof that the 
missiles are being moved, but 
the United States says it has not 
been able to substantiate the 
charge. 


The Jerusalem Post, which of- 


ten reflects official thinking, 
said that "the American refusal 
to accept the inconvenient facts 
of the Egyptian breach of the 
standstill has undermined Israe- 
li faith in American intentions." 


The paper said no one expects 


Egyptian President Gamal Ab- 
del Nasser to keep his commit- 
ments, "and that is why we 
want to see these pinned down 
very clearly. But once these be- 
come very doubtful the cease- 
fire is once more entirely a mat- 
ter between Egypt and Israel, 
and 
all 
supervision 


will have to act fast and in the 
open. Secret promises and se- 
cret warnings are losing their 
value on the diplomatic mar- 
ket."

Vietnamese 
Repel Attack 
by Enemy

SAIGON (AP) — More than 


100 North Vietnamese attacked 
a South Vietnamese night camp 
before dawn today in northern 
South Vietnam, but the South 
Vietnamese drove the attackers 
off, said they killed 38 of them, 
and reported only one defender 
wounded. 


It was the only significant 


ground action reported as heavy 
rains and low clouds blanketed 
the northernmost provinces. But 
the U.S. B52s were out as usual, 
with 50 of the big bombers 
flying raids, mostly on the Lao- 
tian side of the border. 


The North Vietnamese at- 


tacked a South Vietnamese unit 
in night bivouac eight miles 
west of Fire Base O'Reilly, one 
of seven allied artillery bases 
guarding the approaches to the 
populous 
coastal 
lowlands. 


Planes were called In to illuml- 


per Hatsofeh said the American 
stand has "seriously under- 
mined Israel's faith" in the 
United States. It called for an 
American 
response 
"which 


could considerably ease Israel's 
grave anxiety." 


Another Religious party pa- 


per, Hamodia, called on "Is- 
rael's friends in the United 
States to make their voices 
heard to halt this deterioration 
in U.S.-lsraeli relations." 


The independent daily Haar- 


etz took a different line. It 
urged the government "to look 
forward, not backward," and 
drew comfort from Defense Sec- 
retary Melvin R. Laird's state- 
ment that Washington would try 
to maintain the arms balance in 
the Middle East during the 
cease-fire.

Sees Senate 
Overriding 
Nixon's Veto

WASHINGTON (AP) - Lead* 


ers of both parties predict the 
Senate will enact a $4.4 billion 
education money bill tor the 
current fiscal year by overrid- 
ing President Nixon's veto. 


The House rejected the Veto 


last Thursday. If the Senate fol- 
lows suit, the bill becomes law 
despite Nixon's objections. 


The Senate vote was sched- 


uled at 4:30 p.m. today. 


Democratic sponsors of the 


bill were confident in advance 
of the test they would win the 
needed two-thirds. Republican 
strategists, including Sen. Hugh 
Scott, R-Pa., the GOP leader, 
said they doubt the President 
could be sustained. 


If the vote comes out as ex- 


pected, it would be the second 
time this year Nixon has been 
overridden. 


In June, Congress enacted a 


$2.7 billion federal hospital aid 
bill after he sought to kill it with 
a veto. 


The $4.4 billion 
education 


money bill for fiscal 1971, which 
began July 1, exceeds Nixon's 
budget requests by $453 million. 


In vetoing it a week ago to- 


day, Nixon said the extra mon- 
ey might mean benefits for 
some groups, but the overall ef- 
fect would be inflationary and 
would add greatly to the govern- 
ment's fiscal troubles. 


The biggest increase over the 


budget is $232 million for the El- 
ementary and Secondary Edu- 
cation Act, designed chiefly to 
improve educational opportuni- 
ties for poor children. 


The second biggest overrun, 


$126 million, is for the impacted 
areas program of aid for school 
districts overcrowded because 
of nearby military bases and 
other federal installations. 


The measure also contains $66 


million more than the President 
sought for loans for needy col- 
lege students. 


The vote in the House to over- 


ride was 289-114. 


Democrats argue that domes- 


tic needs—especially education 
for the disadvantaged—should 
be given a higher priority in the 
current budget. 


Offsetting cuts, particularly in 


military and foreign programs 
can be made elsewhere, they as- 
sert. 


Nixon also vetoed last Tues- 


day an $18 billion omnibus ap- 
propriations measure, chiefly 
because its allocations for hous- 
ing programs went far beyond 
his budget. 


The House sustained his veto 


of this measure, falling 63 votes 
short of the needed two-thirds.
